Don't K the Job nub to the har- 
ness maker, but snmu of these stormy 
(lays when the harness Is not in use, just 
tuku it Into the work shop ami com- 
mence operations. Take the harness 
all apart, and uurapis oil all scurf, hairs 
and cllit, and wiish tho leather clean 
with soap and hot water, Tlitm heat 
two orthrracinnrts of neat's font oil In u 
lotig, shallow pan, ami draw each piece 
of leather throuirli it slowly, bending 
tho leather backwards and forward-., 
and rubbing tho oil in with a cloth or 
sponge. Hang near the tiro to dry, ami 
repeat the process until the leather Is 
saturated with oil; mix a little lamp- 
black with clean tallow, ami with a 
cloth rub It Into the leather while warm 
until tho pores arc filled and llui surface 
becomes smooth and glossy. 
If harness 


is oiled In this way It Is uovur gummy, 
and will therefore keep clean a long 
time.
